Heerevpon Anne maketh her anſwerevpon her

When Bartram law the day paſt, andthe Order 
not performed, hee eagerly ſues forthvpon the de- 
fendant Annes contempt,theordinary proces of the 
Court, tillit came to proclamationof Rebellion : 
Andthough hee might haue ſeene himſelfe checke 
by the hand of God,in taking berto reſt, who lived 
areftleſſelife,by his Acnining her in ſutes, yer doth 
henot deſift, but ſceing her cloſed vpintheearth, 
hunts her husband Sir George Symens till hee brings 
him tothe bay, and then layes holdon him as fora 
contempr, in not bringingin his wife while ſhee li- 
ued , the Law ſuppoling enery wife ameſhable at 
the will ofher husband, andby order ofthe Court 


in the Tuſtice of it,gers him committedto-rhe flecte, 


where he hath remainedin the nature of -a priſ6nes, 
from Hillary terme laſt, till the laſt day ofthis Mi- 
chaclmas Terme.

Now Sir George 5ymes: finding himſelfe thus 0- 
nerlayed by his aduerfary Bartram , and that his 
hawkes eye watcht now to make him his prey:

way of motion alſo deſircth , that the whole pro- 
ceedings in the cauſe may be reuiewed;the confeſfi- 
on of the defendant Amne vpon her oath-while ſhee

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pound were proued ; inforcing, that Bariram had 
already in' his purie as.much as any way was war-

The Lord Chaxneeller ſomewhat compaſhonate 
herein, and asinallcaſes, ſo eſpecially being render 
to reſtrainethe.ſubie& of his libertie, vnleſle hee in- 
curreſomemanitett contempt, was pleaſed herevp- 
on to.referre_ the ſame to Sir lohn 7 yudalt, and Ma- 
ter. Do&tor- Ame, two auncient Maſters of the 
Court, that they {hould cerrifie ro him the whole 
menits. of thecavle., yet kept himſelfe euenin the 
cpurle of ſrrſtioe; norenlarging - Sir George Tyinons, 
xponthis ſuggeſtion, but allowing hisliberry vpon 
Reconuſancetoappearefrom day to day.” 
_ - Hereupon Bertram according to the-courſe of 
the Court ,”. exhibited Interrogatoriesto Sir George 
Sy menitouching the'contempt by: him &his wife: 
who vpon examination was found to be priuy;and 
acquainred with-the procefſe that went forth a- 
gain{t his wife , and thereby was intruth in a:con- 
tempt for-not bringing her into Court-: - Burhee 
would notexamine. Sir G-orgewhether heeHiadan y 
bils,accompts,reckonings,bonds;or ſpecialties, dirs 
or belongingro:Lemard' Chamberlins eſtate, whicti 
when the-two Maſters of the Court perceinet,they 
asked him, why hee didnotexhmine Sir Grurpe vp- 

neat poirit: and lticeanſweredyir kndetet 2 
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orkerhought in his conſcience, aud as perfws- 
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ded ir George had none of them. Yet you ſee with 
what violence he both takes him , holds him, and 
keepes him. 

Now when Sir 7ohn Tyndall , and Maſter Do- 
Ror Amy, had exattly with great paines, and with 
often ſearch ſought out , and found the true me- 
rits of thus cauſe, they returned their report into the 
Court the fourth day of this preſent Nouember, in 
the e words. TH. 17 4 

That vpon due peruſall and conſideration-both 
of Anſwere,Confeſuon,and proofes, in the Caulethey 
did find, there was but one two hundred pound in 
all due : But that vpon —_—_ purſuit of Bertram, 
Sir George Symons had ſuffered long impriſonment ; 
And they thought it time hewere releaſed , which 
notwichftanding they referred to the better. indge- 
ment of the Courr. 927. 

In which report you may note three things.

But aftcra little paule, Sir /o4ns man gaining his 
ſpirits againc, and Bartraws lecing hee could not bee 
hid, revealed himſclfe, and wichall Rabd himſelfe 
with a pocket dagger , but the vigilant cye of Sir 
Peter Hayman inftantly taking hold of his arme, ſo 
dulled the ftroake, as that the hurt was not great, 
which chis wrerch perceiving, with his left arme . 
drew forth a knife, (haging preparcdalſo a double 
weapon of death for himlelfe) and offered again to 
deftroy himſelfe, bart was likewiſe preaented, 

Now alas Sir, you ſee there was in trueth, no 
words of pronocationin the'anſwer of Sir rob, and 
whoknew his countenance muſt ſay, it was cucr 
milde and pleaſing, not lofty nor ſower. But malice 
-thatcarriesa man ont of him(ſclfe, makes eucry ob- 
ic&ſceme vglye, and cuery word ſound harſh, more 
ſpeedily to chruſt on revenge, Howbcie inthe ati» 
on ir ſelfe, you may obſerae many things which 
might hane made Bertram batetull co himſelfe, and 
which will fall kcep him living as a Monſter of men, 
-and asa ſcorne topoſterity. For you lee,

Iuſtice, leaſt hethatthinkes himſelfe wrongd, pre- 
parethe like Repaſt tor them, which Sartram hecre 
did for Sir /ohn Tynaal.. 

Howbeit I: hope ſuch feares ſhall vaniſh , for 
ſure God who is the preſeruer of men, will notfaf- 
fer Iuſtice which is chebond of mans focietie to bee 
broken, butthough by this execrable Ation one 
linke bee fallen , yet the chaine is whole , and hee 
will fill inceeaſeir bothin frengrh and beautie. 

Againe, forbeare to cenſure the manner of Sir 
Tolw T ynials death : ſpeed of death is not alway a 
Judgement, nor the ſuddenneſle of it {a{picious, 
where it findes a man in the way of Righteouſnes : 
but arguesanger, when ittakes a'iman in an a&of 
finne. OWE $3 
Sir-7ohn'Tywaall,, was at this time walking in his 
Calling appointed by God; and Bertrewin his Cal- 
ling appointed by the Diuell. Heere what $«/s- 
mor ſayes, and it will both ſtay your and (ex 
ſtrait your iudgement, -Eeclef. 7. 17.' '' There i 41uft 
man that periſjeth in hu inſtice ; and theres 4 wicked 
men that continueth lowg in his malice : And though - 
his reckoning be noryet, yer ftripes and plagues 
waitvpornhisacoount.

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Ibn, paying that debt roGod, which was due to 
Nature, and being by a malicious hand offered vp 
as a ſacrifice, both for his Iuſtice, and in his Tuftice, 
had the Angels his attendants to carry him to hea- 
uen, for thereis reftto the children of God. And 
as for Bar2r am, (choughit be ſafeſt to leaue hisiudge- 
mentto God ; yet if thetree be iudged by the fruir, 
it being both corruptand rotten, we may ſay it was 
neere to burning. 

But I will returne to Bartram living : This dete- 
ſtable murther was preſently ſpread/abroad ; ard 
atthe firft it was as ſtrangely voyced-as committed: 
For fame taking holde no doubr of the obftinate - 
carriape of Bartram without remorſe ; and interpre- 
ting the Induration of his heart to preceed from 
ſome great Iniuftice done him by Sir lobw Tyndall: 
blazed it abroad as if hee had beene bur a kinde of 
ſcourge of God vpon an vnrighteous Iadge : and 
thatthough he was notto bee Inſtified in the FF, 
yet he wastobe pittied'trr his wrong: Soas that Spi- 
rit, which was firſt a ſpirit of Malicein'the heart of 
Bartram, turnd- it felfe into the fpirit vf Erronr in 
the mouthes of men. 

Bur the firſt thing that way done in proceeding a- 
gainſt ehis foule Murder,wits,that the Indges of the 
Kings Benchtooke exmulitinriontiof the' fat + And 
being doubefall rhachis hurts were dangeron-,and 

defirousthatan oxamplarlvRtice ſhould not by ac- 
| "oil cident 
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cident be preuented, gaue order he ſhould be ſpee- 
dily indited and .arraigned.-Maiſter At;urney Genz- 
zalla\lo hauinga care that a cauſe of fo great conſe- 
quence that might aſwell ſtrike fearc into the bet 
Judges, as forewarne tac corrapt ( nay might con- 
ccrneany man that hath inany place or office bur 
the power to diſcontentyfothat no man can tel who 
ſhall ſuffer, and who Gall look? 0n)ſhould nor paſſe 
inany obſcureand ordinary manner, ſent for Mai- 
ſer Sollicitor,and delired him that he would be pro- 
uided ro-make ſome declaration, fuch as the cauſe 
required ſor the honour of Iuſtice, and for a note of 
diltin&tion betweene fo rare. acaule and ordinaric 
matecrs of the Crowne. 

Maiſter Attwrney conceiving at that-time that the 
fat being ſo notorious and. confeſſed vpon exami- 
nation, Bartram. would nothaue pleaded wot Guiliie: 
but it fc} ſo out , thathee confeſſed not the Indite- 
ment but pleaded wot Guiltie : whereupon the urie: 
being not then ready at the Barre, further day was- 
gincn for hiszriall:,.} / v | oy | 

. In the; meanc time, his Maicſty; hearing of this 
ſtrange accident (as his manneris) was delirous to 
penetrate into, the roote.and Center of this mans 
malice and at :andin his Princely wiſedome,con- 
ſidering thatthis cruell murther, muſt cither {3 pring: 
from whe inſtigation. of others, or from Bartr ans | 
himſclc. And.itfrom Bartram. itmuſt progeed = 
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ther from an inueterate habite ofa deſperate and 
wicked life : or for ſome vnſufferable wrong thar 
Sir /#hn Tyndall had done him , iignified his plea- 
ſure by the Lord Chamberlin vnto Maſter 4t- 
turney; That there ſhould be ſome ſtay of the pub- 
like proceeding, vntill Bartram were farther examis 
med, and directed the Examination to bee wpon 
three heads: Firſt, touching the Incitation : Second- 
ly, touching Bartrams courſe of life and Religion : 
and laſtly touching the Iuftnes or Iniquity of Sir 
Tobn T ynaals report. 

Whereupon Maſter Arturney calling Maſter 
Sollicitor to afliſt him,;took the examination, where- 
of I ſend you acoppy, hauing obtained leaue of his 
Honor ſo to doe. 

In which examination it plainely appeares, thar 
the Diuell needed no Broker), but wrought imme- 
diatly yponthe malice of the man,whoſe courſe and' 
conuerſation of lifewas alwayes diſordered , and: 
not without touch of Popi(þ Religion; though it ſee- 
methto be true that hee was a kind of Church-wal- 
kerin Weſtminſter, and camediuers times to heare- 
either the ſeruice or the muſicke. 

But tor Sir 70hu Tynaallhe doth ſufficiently cleer 
him from bribery, either from being corrupted by 
his aduerſary,ortempted by himſefe,and intheme- 
its of the cauſe hee bad ſcarce a word'iin his mouth 
toimpeachthe report. (as you may well perceiue, if” 
you 
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you compare his examination with the former rela- 
tion of this buſineſle. ) info much as both at that 
rime heedid confefle , that it was ene of the fouleft 
murdersthat euer was committed. 

Andafterhee ſaid to his vnder-keeper, that the 
Kings Counſell ( who had wed him with much 
compaſſion towards his age and hurt ) had cur ſore 
into the bulinefle , as findiug (belike) at that time 
ſomecompanttion , though it after vaniſhed as the 
morning cloud. 

For notwithſtanding the Lord Chancellor had 
in great wildome giuen eſpeciall charge and direQi- 
on that cate ſhould be had of this man, as well for 

his body,as for his ſoule : For his body in 2. kindes, 
that his hurts ſhould bee looked to , and that hee 
fthould be kept from doing himſelfe miſchiefe , ha- 
uing onceattemptedit. And for his ſoule, that hee | 
might haue ſome godly Preacher to bring him to 
the ſence of kis ſinne ( which is not (o well diſcer- 
ned in the commitment of it, as'in the puniſh- 
ment of it) and to ſauce him from impenitency : yet 
ſo was Gods will,that in theend hedeftroyed him- 
ſelfe : bur yet in that forme of execution which the 
Law and luftice had prefcribed , andnotby any 
other death,as he had formerly ſonght ro effe. 

For on the ſeauenteenth day of thismonerh, be- 
ing Swwdeyin themorning,this man tooke occaſion 

-to lend away his keeperto ferch hin a.Bible for his 
com- 
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comfort, requiring that it might beeafatine Bible, 
and with a Concordance (thinking belike that ſach 
a Bible was not ſo ealteto behad) bur there being 
one found inthe houſe, and his keeper bringingyr 
ſoonerthen he expeRed, hee ſent him againe toran 
Exglifh Bible, and chat allo being quickely returned 
vnto him, he ſatd he was not fatiſhed with the tran- 
{lation,and deſired another Tranſlation, which hee 
thought was harder to get: and thebetterto winne 
time, told his keeper likewiſe that his ſtomaacke was 
empty,and therefore deſired himto bring with him 
alſo ſome Ale,with atoſte:and inthe meane time by 
a-rope thathe had gotten tied vnto a Tenter hooke, 
that was faſtened aboue the window to hanga hat 
on, hee hanged himſeltfe, his legges almoſt trayling 
on the ground. The continuance of which deſpe- 
Heeredplucieh to makeaway himſelfe , the reaſon 
may bee gathered vpon ſome ſpeech he ler fall at ſe- 
uerall tirpes as I hauc heard , that hee would bee 
Nrry to bee hanged in chaines : fo that hee that 
had no ſence of praſeruing his lifeand ſoule , yet 
had apprehenſion and care of his ſenceleſle Ear-
